Continuing Revolution 
The American post-war boom 
has not increased the American 
standards of living and improved 
he distribution of wealth, as has 
been heralded by many who seek 
o justify the exorbitant profits 
made by industry in the last few 
years. New studies by the U. S. 
Government Department of Com- 
merce on U. S. Income Distribu- 
tion in the years 1944 through 
1950 reveal that the increase in 
American incomes for the masses 
—or the leveling up of our pros- 
perity — came prior to the record- 
breaking profit period in the 1950’s. 
In the 1930’s the relative num- 
ber of the very rich declined and 
the proportion of the moderately 
well-to-do increased; the very rich 
became poorer; and the poor be- 
came slightly better off than be- 
fore. But once the new levels were 
reached during World War II, they 
held — although an examination of 
the actual percentages reveals that 
the distribution of our national 
wealth is still heavily loaded at the 
top. By 1950 it was found that the 
lowest income fifth of our popula- 
tion received about 5 per cent of 
the total national income; those in 
the top fifth had about 46 per cent 
of all the income. The next-to-the- 
lowest fifth had 11 per cent of the 
income; the middle fifth had 16 per 
cent, and the next-to-the-highest 
fifth had 22 per cent of the national 
income. To summarize, the top two- 
fifths of our population gets 68 per 
cent of the national income, the 
lower three-fifths get 32 per cent.

X-Ray and Forecast 


MT AGAIN: The issue of Universal Military Training will soon be 

brought before the public with renewed vigor by the proponents of 
the big standing army philosophy. The stage was set by President Eisen- 
hower in his appointment of the reconstituted National Security Training 
Commission, staffed entirely by men known to favor UMT! The new 
members include Major Gen. Julius O. Adler, Warren Atherton, former 
national commander of the American Legion, Admiral Kinkaid, Dr. Karl 
T. Compton and others. Newspaper comment has indicated that the 
President appointed the Commission with the expressed desire that they 
bring up strong recommendation for a UMT program. 


ILITARY PROPAGANDA: The National Council Against Con- 

scription, an authentic peace research group, has charged that the 
armed forces are spending millions of dollars each year to sell them- 
selves to the public and are thereby creating a serious threat to democ- 
racy. After a military decision has been reached, the Pentagon assigns 
staffs of high-powered publicists and promotional writers to push the 
military decisions over on the public — a familiar tactic in the totalitarian 
state. The report blames Congress for allowing the concept of military 
press agentry to become an accepted pattern of military operations. As is 
widely known, a considerable proportion of wartime publicity releases, 
foisted on the public as “news,” have later been found to be exaggerated 
and misleading, but aimed to give a favorable build-up for one service 
group or another. (For further details, see article “A Military Man 
Speaks,” on page 3, col.

THE NATION’S PRESS: Magazines, radio, the motion picture 
industry and the public in general have failed to realize that military pub- 
licity is, in its final analysis, directed against the people, as in other ways 
military tactics are designed to overcome the resistance of the enemy. 
There is great danger in a system, states the NCAC, where no compar- 
able funds or personnel are available to present another point of view. 
Its millions of dollars and thousands of promoters are pitted against a 
handful of citizens here and there who are working for the cause of 


peace and international understanding — with only pennies in hand.

Colonialism’s Last Stand 
BRITISH GUIANA: With all 
the headlines about the threat of 
communism in the British colony 
of Guiana, little has been said 
about the causes of these distur- 
bances in this strategic area, so vital 
to America’s defense system. The 
story of British Guiana is similar 
to that of Guatemala, Venezuela 
and other of the turbulent South * 
American areas where communism 
has been reported to be threatening 
our Hemisphere. In all of these 
countries, British and American fi- 
nancial interests have held invest- 
ments which have been exploited 
for years, admittedly for the benefit 
of the foreign ownership. But the 
leaven of modern education has 
slowly awakened the people in 
these areas to their inherent rights 
to possess and develop their natur- 
al resources for the benefit of their 
own national and individual life. 


A pattern of 18th century colo- 
nialism has been maintained in to- 
day’s British Guiana where th 
economy is bound to the cultiv: 
tion of sugar cane and the li¥e 
hood of the population is entik 
dependent upon the sugar market. 
Few of the sugar workers who are 
involved in the current revolution- 
ary movement know anything 
about either democracy or com- 
munism. Yet they have been stir- 
red by the agitation and promises 
of a few politically ambitious 
Guianese, who have found com- 
munism’s prepared literature and 
promotional materials useful in 
arousing the low-paid, impoverish- 
ed, slum-cursed sugar workers. 

The great Guiana sugar industry 
centers in 14 large estates, 11 of 
which are said to be in the hands 
of one small group, with all of the 
properties under the management 
of Europeans. The average worker 
receives about $12 for a 48-hour 
week, but counting traveling time 
to and from work in the great 


fields, the cane cutter must be away

from home 12 hours or more daily. 
The plantation owners speak much 
of their “incentive system,” which 
is an elaborate plan to inspire ex- 
tra work and longer hours by the 
worker, but nothing raises their 
wages much above $12 or $13 a 
week. Their hovels and communi- 
ties are described as _ incredibly 
crowded, foul and unsanitary. One 
British correspondent remarked re- 
cently to a British owner, on view- 
ing these hovels, “If you kept your 
pigs in there at home, the Farm 
Board would take them away from 
you.” 

While conditions have not been 
as sordid, as a rule, among the 
workers on the American-owned 
plantations (United Fruit Co.) in 
Guatemala, otherwise the same 
general pattern does exist there, 
with the exploitation of natural re- 
sources for the benefit of outside 
interests, maintained through the 
years by local political and eco- 
nomic pressures that block re- 
forms. At last, time has caught up 
with the system, and American and 
British investors are having to face 
the surging impact of awakened 
populations who are not Commu- 
nists themselves, but are led by 
ambitious young firebrands who 
have found in Marxism a method 
and a ready-made doctrine by 
which they may break up the old 
forms of the past and build for 
something better tomorrow. 

The N. Y. Times (Nov. 1) in a 
review of conditions in British 
Guiana stated that “Few if any of 
the people of Guiana are commu- 
nistic; it is even questionable if 
their leaders have any ties with the 
world Communist movement. It is 
simply a matter of their seizing 
hold of the one method that is easy 
to teach and understand, when peo- 
ple have little or nothing but pov- 
erty and desperation.” 

Aside from this excellent docu- 
mental review of the situation in 
the N. Y. Times, the American 
press has almost universally played 
up the threat of communism in 
these areas and ignored the causes 
behind the events. 

EGYPT—A TEST CASE: The 
British and French colonial offi- 
cers, in fighting their rear-guard 
action to hold on to the last ves- 
tiges of their old empires, often 
present a convincing picture of how 
the wealth produced in the colonial 
areas has been used for the ad- 
vancement of colonial peoples and 
to lead them towards eventual self- 
government. The British have had 
little to offer by way of apology or 
explanation for conditions that ex- 
isted in old India, Burma, Africa 
and now British Guiana, but they’re 
making a rather elaborate case to 
defend their long tenure of control 


over Egypt and areas nearby.

In Washington and at each military installation throughout the world, 
great numbers of these military experts, some in uniform and others 
serving as civilians, are working at these tasks. Generals and admirals 
have their own public relations men. One reason why important generals 
like Eisenhower and MacArthur are so well known and are able to step 
into the limelight when political opportunities call is because they are 
provided, at the taxpayers’ expense, with staffs of full-time publicity men. 

The defense department has a special section for propagandizing 
women. One purpose of this section is to lay the groundwork for the 
conscription of women in preparation for the next war. 


PIES AND BEDLAM: What is behind all the fire and fury concern- 

ing the presence of “Russian spy rings” operating in and out of our 
Government? What is the story behind such incredible situations as the 
appointment of Harry Dexter White, the Alger Hiss case? 

HISTORY WILL RECORD IT very differently from the dis- 
torted or superficial discussions of recent days which have not prob- 
ed into the heart of either the motives or the essential problems 
involved at the time. During the 1930’s when capitalism had bog- 
ged down, millions were unemployed and hundreds of thousands of 
young people were pouring out of colleges and universities each 
year with no jobs or opportunities available to them. The “Russian ex- 
periment” held fascination for many an alert youth who was entrapped 
in the personal tragedies which characterized those years. Any fair- 
minded person realizes that it was this situation which led such men as 
Whittaker Chambers, Alger Hiss, Harry Dexter White, Owen Lattimore 
and thousands of others, to believe that the violence and extremes of 
communism’s early days would subside, as is usually true of revolutions, 
and that “the experiment” would likely evolve into something of tre- 
mendous historical significance. Many of these youths were poor and 
struggling — some were wealthy, sophisticated, but troubled in con- 
science over the inequalities and failures of our economic system. 

Also, during the 1930's, as the Nazi menace mounted, all good 
capitalists, Republicans and Democrats alike, big business and little busi- 
ness — everybody — was eager to help Russia. We sold them tractors, 
trucks, electrical generators and dynamos, railroad locomotives. Thou- 
sands of American business firms did millions of dollars worth of busi- 
ness every year with Russia, sent their engineers and agents to cooperate 
with the Russians. The big cry in all respectable circles then was “to fill 
up the political and military vacuum in Russia” so Hitler couldn’t annex 
Russia’s vast resources, for if he did that (and he promised to in “Mein 
Kampf”) “the Nazis would certainly conquer the world.” 


Y 1937-8 with war pressing ever closer, our Government was mak- 

ing many secret agreements with other nations concerning the de- 
fense of the Near East, Far East, the Mediterranean, Scandinavia. Stalin 
faced a severe ordeal in preparing a great sprawling backward impover- 
ished nation, with many fronts to defend, to meet a compact, superbly 
armed, industrially superior foe. Today we try to forget or dodge the 
fact that it was the approved policy in both American and British circles 
to give Russia what aid we could, commensurate with our own defense 
needs. Russia must not fall into Hitler’s hands. 

IN THE MEANTIME, many of the depression-harassed young 
men of ability, who had become interested in Russia and who had studied 
communism, got jobs in Washington. In the course of their interest in 
communism, many had made the acquaintance of visiting Soviet emis- 
saries and officials, had chummed with some of the out-and-out working 
Communist party members, such as Chambers, Budenz, Bentley, et al. 
Their very knowledge of communism and study of Russian made these 
young men useful in the innumerable contacts our Government was be- 
ginning to have with Russia at that time. And indeed there was a tough, 
skilled Russian spy ring hard at work here as everywhere, which was 
quick to seize upon every new and useful channel, just as we then and 
now maintain our own network of military intelligence operators in Rus- 
sia and all around Russia and in most centers of the world. 

Many of our international agreements made at the time, concern- 
ing some of the defense problems mentioned above, had important im- 
plications for Russia, implications that, if known to Stalin, would help 
him apportion his own defense resources to the best advantage. And re- 
member this — what aided Stalin then filled a gap for us. That is the vi- 
tal point, which was openly and laudably followed then but which every 
one now tries to hastily cover up or avoid remembering in the light of 
present changed circumstances. And there is no doubt that there were 
many occasions during those pre-war days when in the highest circles it 
was thought advisable to quietly pass on such information as would not 
in any way harm our own security measures but would aid Russia in 


planning for eventualities. (Such as our secret agreements with Turkey

Actually under the British rule 
in Egypt, the opportunity for ex 
ploitation by the rich of the poor in- 


creased because the British them. § 


selves emphasized these class dis- 


tinctions for it was a part of their f 
own social outlook. Sidney Len 


has pointed out, as a result of his 
research on the British rule in 
Egypt, that in 1882 the average 
acreage ownership per person was 
1.5. Today it has sunk to 0.8. In 
1882 when the British took over, 
80 per cent of the people were il- 
literate; by 1920 the number of il 
literate had risen to 90 per cent! 
As was true in India, the British 
did put in schools, but the popula 
tion increased faster than educa 
tion, hence a resulting increase in 
illiteracy. In Egypt at least two 
thirds of the population today suf: 
fer from diseases of one kind o 
another. The revolution of 1919 
checked the British briefly in Egypt 
and a nominal system of independ 
ence was established, a constitution 
was drafted, schooling increased 4 
little and other reforms were insti- 
tuted. But the British colonial offi- 
cials, closely allied with the Empire 
investment groups in London, soon 
recovered their former grip on 
Egyptian affairs and reinstituted the 
old oligarchy composed of the 
monarch and the aristocracy on one 
hand, with the new industrial own- 
ers and the British colonial rulers 
on the other as a four-cornered 
dominant power of the area. 
In 1952, under the British rule, 
the Government was found to be 
fantastically corrupt and econom- 
ically prostrate with the notorious 


Egyptian king, Farouk, receiving

the protection and the blessing of 
the Churchill clique in London 
whose motto was “Anything’s good 
if the dividends keep coming.” The 
world was very lucky, as we have 
reported in the past, that the revo- 
lutionaries in Egypt were not Com- 
munists, for the ground was very 
fertile for a Communist infiltration. 

Similar conditions in British Gui- 
ana, Indochina and elsewhere have 
heightened the Communist threat

A Military Man Speaks 
“PENTAGON POLITICS” is 
the title of a revealing new book by 
a former member of Gen. MacAr- 
thur’s staff (during World War II) 
—Col. Wm. H. Neblett. He has 
also served in the Pentagon and is 
a past national president of the Re- 
serve Officers Association. His book 
(published by Pageant Press) bold- 
ly confirms many reports we have 
carried from other sources; yet 
Col. Neblett is not an opponent of 
militarism nor of military compul- 
sion. He prefers the Swiss system 
to the Pentagon plan of Universal 
Military Training. He recognizes 
the Russian threat but does not be-

over the blockade of the Dardanelles, which would prevent the German 
fleets from carrying an attack against Russia into the Black Sea. By let- 
ting Stalin know of this, he was more free to concentrate his forces in 
the West). If it would help “Uncle Joe,” let him have it. Of course it 
wasn’t polite for anyone to look while it was being done. 

THE YOUNG MEN WITH JOBS IN THE GOVERNMENT 
who were associated with these affairs could quietly take care of the de- 
tails. It was “off the cuff,” slightly sub rosa, but definitely for the good of 
the country, although, “of course, the public wouldn’t understand, being 
naive about the requirements of international military policy planning.” 
(Just as the public would now be shocked to know some of the details of 
the secret deals made in the name of military expediency between the 
Pentagon and the tyrant Franco and his one-party Falangist regime.) 
Bear in mind that the major charges leveled against Alger Hiss, Harry 
Dexter White and others were over incidents dated in 1936-8. 


HEN CAME THE WAR and Russia, as had been anticipated, be- 

came our fighting ally. All stops were out — the young men in Gov- 
ernment circles who had been useful in providing a liaison with Russia 
were increasingly useful. They knew who to see, where to go to check 
facts about what Russia was doing, to verify rumors, reports. With the 
Communists as our fighting allies, the sense of partaking in activities of 
a possibly subversive nature greatly lessened. 

And let it be recalled that Russia was a real fighting ally. America 
lost under 400,000 killed in World War II with no towns or cities de- 
stroyed. Russia lost an estimated 5 million killed, both military and 
civilian — some estimates go as high as 8 million — with thousands of 
towns and villages and scores of cities destroyed. One’s hatred for com- 
munism should have nothing to do with the factual recognition of these 
figures. One of the most unfair pages in American history will be 
the record of how powerful conservative elements in our society have 
tried and, to a great degree, succeeded in blotting out of the American 
public mind this fact of the Russian peoples’ great suffering and contri- 
bution towards the defeat of Nazism. For military men sternly note that 
the Hitler armies which invaded Russia were the largest, best equipped, 
best trained and most ably led in all military history. If those armies had 
not spent themselves on Russia’s heroic resistance, they would have fall- 
en upon our own forces and we would have suffered far greater losses. 

It was in the atmosphere existing when these facts were living and 
real that a good many young men and a few women went too far in their 
cooperation with Russia’s representatives — some without ever becoming 
Communists, others actually joining the Communist party, and still oth- 


ers going all the way and becoming traitors, shifting their loyalties from

lieve that our military people think 


of it as being at present, or as hav- 
ing been, a military threat in terms 
of precipitating war in Europe or a 
global war. 

Col. Neblett states: “The fear of 
a Russian attack will pass as soon 
as the public understands that the 
fear, under which we live, was gen- 
erated by the Pentagon to frighten 
Congress into authorizing our big 
professional army . . . All of us 
should know that the Pentagon’s 
claim, that our government is in 
danger of being overthrown by a 
Communist revolution here at 
home, is nonsense. War with Rus- 
sia is extremely unlikely. In April, 
1952, General Alfred Gruenther, 
Chief of Staff to General Eisen- 
hower in Europe, told Congress 
that there was little danger of a 
Russian attack on Western Europe. 
General Bradley followed him by 
saying that the Russians will not 
try to invade our country. If these 
officers know what they are talk- 
ing about, there is no danger now 
of general war unless the new ad- 
ministration provokes one.” 

Col. Neblett also explains: “To 
gain its conscript army the Penta- 
gon generated in the public’s mind 
fear of an attack by the Russian 
Army and possible destruction of 
our government by Communist 
revolution here at home. The fear 
is shadowy and insubstantial.” 

Still later in the book he adds: 
“. .. 1 know from my own knowl- 
edge of the men who worked up 
the fear campaign that they do not 
believe what they say. Their prop- 
aganda has always had the single 
objective to build a huge conscript 
professional military force of 
10,000,000 men under the com- 
mand of a professional General 
Staff . . . At that time (the fall of 
1947) the perennial Pentagon bill 
for a conscript type of UMT was 
pending in Congress . . . When the 
bill did not pass, the Pentagon was 
thrown into complete confusion 
. . . The Pentagon turned on the 
heat. The huge professional officers 
corps was converted into a propa- 
ganda organization, the like of 
which the world had never seen. 
Generals and admirals, colonels and 
captains, spoke throughout the land 
at every meeting to which they 
could wangle an invitation. Reams 
of statements of generals and ad- 
mirals for press and radio were 
ground out for them by the civilian 
publicity experts, employed at the 
Pentagon and several hundreds of 
headquarters, camps, posts, and 
stations of Army, Navy and Air 
throughout the nation. The Penta- 
gon line was that we were living in 
a state of undeclared emergency; 
that war with Russia was just 
around the corner; and that the 


safety of the nation was dependent

upon the speedy rebuilding of the 
lower ranks of Army, Navy, and 
Air with the Pentagon form of 
UMT.” 

Of the rise of military control 
over America Col. Neblett writes: 
“.. . The Pentagon has fastened on 
our entire government the thoughts 
and methods of the General Staff. 
Our foreign affairs policy has the 
single objective of holding commu- 
nism within its present area of in- 
fluence. The military clique at the 
Pentagon knows only one way of 
containing communism and that is 
through power politics. The Penta- 
gon’s idea of power politics is the 
same as that of Frederick the Great, 
who claimed he could, with an in- 
vincible offensive military force, 
win any political argument. The 
military clique has greatly increased 
its power by infiltration of its mem- 
bers into civilian departments of the 
government. Justice Douglas be- 
lieves that the military clique now 
shapes the national thinking and 
directs the legislative policy of the 
country. The civilian heads of the 
Defense Department have become 
mere spokesmen for what the Gen- 
eral Staff wants. The General Staff 
offers us war as the final solution for 
the containment of communism.” 

He cautions, “The power of the 
military caste must be curbed at 
once. To allow professional mili- 
tary men to control us any longer 
will mean the end of our republi- 
can form of government. When the 
Russian scare has faded they will 
on one pretext or another hold 
onto the great powers which they 
now have, even if, to do so, they 
have to provoke a war, labeled with 
the mockery of ‘preventative’ or 
‘defensive, a war which would 
bring disaster upon us and the rest 
of the world no matter what name 
is given to it.” 

About the futility of large ar- 
mies and Universal Military Train- 
ing in the atomic age, Col. Neb- 
lett comments: “. . . Generals and 
admirals said that the first seven 
days of a war with modern wea- 
pons would be decisive. Later they 
claimed that one night would end 
it. We were told by them that one 
atomic bomb could destroy Wash- 
ington or any other great city of 
our country. Our military leaders 
offered us no defense against such 
a disaster. They still have no plan 
of defense against the atomic bomb, 
the hydrogen bomb, or the other 
‘devilish instruments’ of modern 
war. They have persuaded Congress 
to turn over to Civilian Defense the 
responsibility of defending the 
country against the A. and H-bombs 
and biological warfare. . . 

“When the Chiefs of Staff were 
pressuring Congress to give Army, 


Navy and Air 10,000,000 citizens

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the U. S. to Russia, as did Whittaker Chambers, Louis Budenz, Elizabeth 
Bentley and their associates. Those who joined the Communist party, 
turned traitor, committed treasonable acts, but later repented, cooperat- 
ed with the extreme reactionary political elements, have became heroes 
and can get $500 a night for lecturing as authorities on “Americanism.” 
(Personally we’ve never been able to develop much taste or respect for 
the unstable, traitorous kind of mind, stubborn or repentant, left or right 
wing — at $5 or $500 a night.) 


HEY WERE TRAPPED: By 1946-7 the tide turned in our rela- 

tions with Russia and the real nature of communism came to light 
as it had not before. The Communist revolution was no longer a fascin- 
ating experiment, for Russia emerged a great though badly wounded 
world power, and international communism preached and _ practiced 
hatred and violence more than ever. Communism’s Godlessness, its vi- 
ciousness and betrayal of human rights blazed up boldly as Stalin ruth- 
lessly strengthened his tyranny. Many of the disillusioned young men 
bailed out of the Red bailiwicks; some were involved too deeply to get 
out and took their medicine in stony silence; some tried to hide behind a 
network of denials; others did penance by going to the FBI. 

But there the direct line of action ended as it should not have 
ended. When the debacle became apparent, the due processes of law, the 
action of established courts should have been inaugurated, to weigh evi- 
dence, find where the line of treason had been crossed, so that the guilty 
might have been apprehended in an orderly fashion, the innocent pro- 
tected. This is the custom in our Christian society — or was before the 
job of the law and the courts was snatched away by ambitious politi- 
cians. What we have now does not belong to a just, civilized society. What 
we have today is a kind of massive sabotage of law and order. 


HIS MASS SABOTAGE: The chief characteristic of communism, 
nazism, fascism — of all tyrannies—is a disregard for the due 
processes of the law and the courts, which are constituted to weigh evi- 
dence, apprehend and punish the guilty, protect the innocent, and thus 
protect society and its liberties. The spirit of tyranny here or in Russia 
by its very nature flaunts such an established custom. Stalin had not been 
in power many years before he revealed his disdain for such democratic 
traditions. Without warning he suddenly flooded Russia with flagrant 
criminal charges against some of his oldest associates, Karl Radek, Boro- 
din, Bukarin. No trails were held until all the possibilities of utilizing 
the predicament of these unfortunate men had been exploited to the ut- 
most to bolster Stalin’s position. Then at last trials were held, but only 
after the public had been drugged by propaganda and the men broken. 
Similar tactics have been employed by the new Moscow regime 

in the case of Beria. Hitler repeatedly used the process to destroy his op- 
position, enhance his strength. The thing that the Communist and Nazi 
tyrants achieve by this process is to build up themselves individually as 
THE government and as the total authority by distorting and destroying 
respect for constitutional government and democratic concepts of justice. 


THE ROOSEVELT REGIME got enmeshed by circumstances of 
war and a shallow kind of political expediency in the world Communist 
network, much more than some have imagined, much less than it has 
now been built up to appear. In that it sinned. In order to protect itself 
from embarrassing revelations as the political climate of the Western 
world changed after World War II, the Truman regime tried to evade the 
evil it inherited, dodge responsibility, and thus it also harmed the Amer- 
ican people by undermining their respect for governmental procedure. 

BUT THE PRESENT ADMINISTRATION seems determined 
to enlarge upon the evil to gain political advantage. What makes it espe- 
cially deplorable is that the head of the Department of Justice, who 
should be the champion of the due processes of law and the courts, is the 
one who took it into the political arena instead of the courts. We still 
have grand juries, or did have, unless the present Administration aims to 
distinguish itself by disregarding the democratic traditions of justice— 
even more than its predecessors — and turn everything over to the pub- 
licity-seeking, bull-wrangling, calf-roping, red-hot-iron-branding political 
rodeos conducted so often by congressional investigating committees. 

Thus we become more and more like our enemies, embracing the 
most historic characteristics of communism, while we oppose it. It has 
become a truism that those who are making the biggest noise about com- 
munism in the country are the ones most devoted to the Communist 
methods. Public polls reveal the popularity of these men and _ their 
methods to be steadily sinking. It is to be hoped that top voices of both 
the Republican and Democratic parties will move to neutralize the poison 
that has been poured into the public news trough — but the story we 
have very briefly outlined above will long live in our history and mark 
the nature of our era.
